E. Church convened, in the M. E. Church, Newton, Iowa, on Wed- 
nesday, September 9th, 1863, at 8:30 A. M., Bishop E, B. Ames, 
presiding. 

Rev. T. E. CoRKiiiLL opened the session by reading 1st John 
III Chapter. The hymn commencing — 

“ And are we yet alive ?” 

was sung, and Brother Corkhill led in prayer. 

The Conference Roll was called, and sixty-one answered to their

ABSTRACT OF PROCEEDINGS. 

Drafts were ordered upon the Chartered Fund, for $30, and upon 
the Book Concern, for $400, to be applied to Conference cliimants. 

A communication from the United Presbyterian Synod of Iowa, re- 
lating to the elevation of good men to civil office, was read and refer- 
red to W. Dennett, A. S. Prather, J. H. Power, G. B. Jocelyn, R. B. 
Alleuder and C. W. Shaw. 

A communication was read from Rev. F. A. Kirkpatrick, a frater- 
nal delegate, appointed from the Iowa Conference of tbeM. P. Church y 
and A. S. Prather was appointed to respond. 

J. Burgess and D. Worthington were appointed to examine the’ 
journals, published minutes, and documents of the Conference, for the 
present quadrennial term, and report. 

A. S. Prather was appointed Conference Reporter. 

The Annual Reports of the Book Committees at New York and 
Cincinnati, and the Exhibits of the N. Y. and Western Agents were 
read. 

W. F. Cowles and S. Hestwood were appointed to procure a Na- 
tional Flag to be placed in the Church during the sessions. 

G. B. Jocelyn stated that the Secretary had procured a Permanent 
Roll of the Iowa Conference, and the following resolutions were 
adopted : — 

Resolved., That the Secretary shall insert in the Permanent Roll 
of the Conference the names of all those who have been members of 
the Conference, and have been dismissed in any way, in the proper 
order of their admission ; and with such facts as he can procure re- 
specting them, to complete the permanent roll. 

2. That it shall be the duty of each preacher now a member of 
the Conference, or who may hereafter become such, to insert his full 
name in the Roll, and to furnish to the Secretary the items necessary 
to complete the roll in his case. 

3. That all the names in the roll shall be inserted in the order of 
the admission of the preachers respectively to this Conference. 

G. B. Jocelyn was appointed to superintend the filling up the roll 
dm ing this session.

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.John B. Drayer was discontinued at his request. 

The Deacons of the first year were examined and passed. The 
death of W. A. Byrkit, of this class, was announced. 

J. A. Wilson, A. C. Williams, John Haynes and .John Welch, Dea- 
cons of the second year, were elected to Elders orders. J. B. Case- 
beer, W. Mahon, B. F. Tallraan and John Orr, who were absent, 
were represented and passed. D. Murphy was ordained Elder by 
Bishop Ames at the late sesdon of the Missouri and Arkansas Con- 
ference 

The superannuated preachers, were represented, passed and their 
relation was continued; excepting that of 1. 1. Stewart, who was made 
efFective. J. Q. Hammond was reported deceased. For names see 
Summary. 

L. T. llowley stated the condition of Keokuk District, was repre- 
sented and passed. The etfective Elders of the District were ex- 
amined and passed ; excepting E. Miller, whose case was referred to 
W. Simpson, J. B. Hardy and B. Holland. Miltiades Miller was 
superannuated at his request. 

J. H. Power and B. Holland oflTered the following resolutions : — 

Resolved.^ That the preacher who reports the largest average per 
cent, of Missionary funds on the membership of his charge, as report- 
ed in the last year’s Minutes, be * made a life member of the Parent 
Missionary Society by the Conference. 

Resolved^ That this be a standing resolution till rescinded by the 
Conference. Adopted. 

Dr. C. Elliott pronounced the benediction.

Conference; T. M. Kirkpatrick, of Minnesota Conference; W. P. , 
Watkins, of N. W. Indiana Conference, and R. S. Robinson, of Wes- 
tern Iowa Conference, were announced, and their names enrolled. 

The Committee reported favorably in the case of E. Miller, and his 
character passed. 

A paper from the Trustees of Elliott Seminary, Burlington, was 
read and referred to the Committee on Education. 

The Committee on the publication of the Minutes of 1862, reported. 
The cost of publication was - . - - - ^109 50'

J. B. Hardy, A. S. Prather, J. II. Power, I. A. Bradrick, P. F.- 
Bresee, C. A. Hawn and S. Reynolds were appointed to prepare a 
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(Jonstitution for a Preacher’s Mutual Aid Society of the Iowa Con- 
ference. 

The Committee, appointed last year, to prepare a Constitution for 
the Conference S. S. Union, reported, and the report was adopted. 

'The Conference went into the election of delegates to the next 
General Conference. J. B. Hardy and J. Burgess were appointed 
Tellers. The Bishop stated that the Conference is entitled to three 
delegates. ^ 

The first ballot stood thus ; 

Whole number of votes cast, - - - - - - 73 

Necessary to a choice, 37 

C. Elliott received 55 and T. E. Corkhill 45 votes, and they were 
declared elected. 

On the second and third ballots there was no election. 

The fourth ballot stood thus : 

Whole number of votes cast, - - - - . - 73 

Necessary to a choice, - -- -- -.37 

W. F. Cpwles received 37 votes and was declared elected. 

The Conference then ballotted for two reserve delegates, resulting 
thus : 

Whole number of votes cast, - 72 

Necessary to a choice, - - ' - - - . - 37 

E. H. Waring received 51 and J. H. Power 38 votes, and they 
were declared elected. 

Chatham Square, Keokuk, was selected as the place of the next 
session. 

W. P. Watkins was changed from superannuated to effective. The 
Report of the Committee on Education No. 1 , was presented and 
read. A motion to lay on the table so much as relates to the Incor- 
poration of the Iowa Wesleyan University, was lost. After remarks 
by Dr. Power and others, the consideration of the report was postpon- 
ed for the present. 

The following resolution was adopted : 

Resolved^ That J. H. Power, D. D. and W. J. Spaulding be a 
Committee appointed as Visitors to the Western Iowa Conference, to 
confer with them, and solicit their hearty co-operation in sustaining 
the Iowa Wesleyan University. 

The Presiding Elders of the Burlington, Muscatine and Mt. Pleas- 
ant Districts stated the condition of their Districts, were represented 
and passed. The effective Elders of the Burlington and Muscatine 
Districts, and a part of those in the 3It. Pleasant District were passed. 
T. Dixon was superannuated at his request. 

D. Worthington, J. H. Power and G. B. Jocelyn were appointed 
to examine certain amendments to the Discipline, proposed by E. H. 
Waring, and report on the same.

Friday, September lltli, 1863. 

Keli"ious services by Kev. J. Gassner. 

The lieports on the Bible Cause, on the Communication from the 
U. P. Synod, on Education, and on Sunday Schools were severally 
read and adopted. The Constitution of the Preacher’s Aid Society 
was also presented, and referred to A. S. Prather to obtain signatures 
to the same. 

The Report on Missions, appropriating S200 to Exchange Street, 
Keokuk, was adopted. 

The remainder of the Effective Elder of Mt. Pleasant District 
were passed. The Presiding Elders of Albia and Oskaloosa Districts 
stated the condition of their Districts and were passed; and the Ef- 
fective Elders in those Districts were passed; excepting F. H. Carey, 
whoso case was referred to the Presiding Elder of Albia District for 
examination. 

C. A. Hawn was represented, passed and elected to Elder’s orders. 

H. Gibson was repVesented, passed, and his superannuated rela- 
tion continued. 

A. Robinson and T. E. Corkhill offered the following resolution: — 

Whereas, Members of this Conference are frequently solicited to 
accept civil office. Therefore 

Resolved, That this Conference disapproves of Ministers engaging 
in political pursuits. 

Referred to J. H. Power, D. Worthington and W. F. Cowles for 
report. 

The following resolutions were adopted : 

Resolved, That we, as Ministers, will recommend to the people of 
our respective Charges to observe the first week in the year as a week 
of prayer for the universal spread of the gospel and the conversion of 
the world; and that we will aid and co-operate with them in holding 
religious services, as far as practicable, in all our Congregations each 
day or evening of that week. J. H. Power,

Resolved, 1. That it shall be the duty of each preacher of this Con 
ference to take up, in each of the Congregations of his Charge, at 
some time in the month of March next, a public collection, to be used 
to defray the expenses of the Delegates to the next General Conference. 

2. That the preachers shall pay over the sums so collected to the 
Presiding Elders of their Districts severally, who shall forward the 
same to any one of the Delegates, who shall carry it to the General 
Conference and report the same. E. H. Waring.

The Corporators of the University met. At the close of their ses- 
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siou the Conference was called to order. D. Worthington was chosen 
President pro. tern., and the Conference adjourned, A. Robinson 
pronouncing the benediction. 

Satueday, September 12th, 1863, 

Religious services by W. P. Watkins. 

The following local preachers were recommended and elected to 
Deacon’s orders : — Henry De Pugh, (colored), Reuben Myers, R. H. 
Collins, G. C. Bruce, S. Pendergast, A. May, Simon Doren, P. H. 
Early, and A. C. Parks. James Wright, and J. L. Warren, local 
Deacons, were recommended and elected to Elder’s orders. 

The Report of the Board of Stewards was read and approved, and 
also their Report on Necessitous Cases. 

B. F. Tallman was located at his request. J. Gassner was grant- 
ed leave of absence. 

The Corporators of the University met. At the close of their 
meeting the Conference resumed business. 

T. H. Bradrick, of Keo.sauqua station, and F. H. Burriss, of Wash- 
ington station, were admitted on trial. 

The Statistical Report was presented, showing an increase on every 
item of the Report ; in view of which the Conference united in sing- 
ing the doxology. 

The following resolution was adopted : — 

Resolved, That we use every effort to carry out the disciplinary 
plan (respecting raising means for the Missionary cause) and that 
we endeavor to raise at least ^5000 next year. 

Dr. Durbin addressed the Conference respecting our Missionary 
interests. 

The memoirs of J. Q. Hammond and W. A. Byrkit were read and 
approved ; and also that of E. T. Coener who died the previous year. 
Affecting remarks were made respecting these brethren, and the 
hymn was sung, which commences — 

“ And let this feeble body fail. ” 

The benediction was pronounced by Rev. J. B. Hardy.

R. H. Collins, and A. H. Shaffer were admitted on trial. 

The Reports on Periodicals, on the resolution of A. Robinson re- 
specting preachers accepting civil offices, on the Conference Records, 
etc., on the Tract Cause, and on Temperance, were severally read and 
adopted.

The Report on the State of the Country was read, amended, and 
adopted. 

The following resolution, of C. Elliott and J. H. Power, was lost : 
Resoloed, That we, as a Conference, disclaim all responsibility 
whatever in the case of any member or members of this Conference 
who have accepted, or may accept, civil or political office, while sus- 
taining an effective relation to the Conference. 

The Secretary presented his bill of 8l0 85. 

A collection of $11 61 w'as taken to meet the above, ancl the 
balance reserved to apply on stationery for future use. 

The following resplutions were adopted : 

Resolved, That it shall be the duty of the Agent of the I. W. 
University to report to each preacher in charge in this Conference 
in whose charge he may operate, the amount raised by him for 
the current expenses of the College, that it may be reported at 
the Annual Conference. 

Resolved, That the preacher in charge shall report the whole 
amount raised, ’whether by the Agent or by others, '^dthin his 
charge, for the current expenses of the College.

Eesolved, That we express our gratitude to Almighty God for 
continuing to the Missionary Society the valuable services of our 
dear brother, J. P. Durbin, D. D'., and hereby declare our pleas- 
ure at meeting with him and enjoying his services at our Con- 
ference. 

Resolved^ That we are thankful to Almighty God that he has 
put it into the hearts of our people to respond so liberally to the 
call for Missionary funds during the past year, and we invite 
them to more extensive contributions in this direction in the fu- 
ture. 

Resolved^ That each preacher shall hereafter make diligent ef- 
fort to furnish a complete detailed report of the contributions in 
his charge to the Missionary Cause, as directed in the discipline. 

Resolved, That E. II. Waring be appointed to superintend the 
collection of historical information respecting this Conference, 
and Methodism within our bounds, and that the preachers use 
their best endeavors to procure and place such information in his 
hands. 

Resolved, That the Conference approve of the resolution, pas- 
sed in the congregation *on last evening, to hold a Memorial 
Meeting of the Iowa Conference on the Sabbath evening of the 
next session and that W. Dennett S. M. Vernon and L. T. Row- 
ley be appointed a Committee to make the necessary arrange- 
ments. 

Resolved, That when collections are taken for Conference 
claimants, and disbursed by the preachers, that they bring to the 
Conference proper vouchers for the same. 

Resolved, That every member of this Conference be instructed^ 
to present, to the best of his ability, in eaeh congregation of his 
w'ork, the condition of the Iowa Wesleyan University, as early as 
practicable, and take np a collection therein to assist in defraying 
the current expenses of the University, for the collegiate year, 
1863-64, and that he raise, if possible, an amount equal to an 
average of ten oeiits on the membership of his charge, and that 
lie pay the amount collected to the Treasurer or Agent of the 
University: Rrovidcd that, should he fail, after his best effort to 
collect such average, he will not be held personally responsible 
for the amount. 

The Committee to examine certain proposed changes in the 
Discipline reported. Adopted. 

The Committee to raise funds to publish the Minutes reported 
cash and collections, amounting to ^82 80, which was paid to the 
Secretary. 
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The Conference Roll was called for subscriptions towards 
liquidating the indebtedness of the University. H. W. Thomas, 
A. C. Williams and John Harris were appointed to examine the 
financial transactions of the University for the past four years, 
aiid report to the Board of Trustees and also to the next session 
of the Iowa Conference. 

The following persons were introduced during the Conference: 
J. M. Phillips, representative of the Book Concern, Rev’ds J. R. 
Efiiiiger, of Baltimore Conference, R. L. Collier, of Rock River 
Conference, A. J. Kynett and J. L. Kelly, of Upper Iowa Con- 
ference, T. M. Kirkpatrick, of Minnesota Conference, W. P.

I. COXSTITUTIOX OF THE loWA COXFEREXCE S. S. UxiOX. 

Article 1. This Association shall be called the Iowa Conference 
Sunday School Union, auxiliary to the Sunday School Union of the M. 
[ E. Church., 

f 2. The objects of this Union shall be to diffuse S. S. intelligence, 

f to raise means for the S. S. cause and to promote generally S. S. in- 
i terests within the bounds of this Conference.

2. That we recommend to all the voting members of our Church 
to attend the primary meetings, and see to the nomination of only 
good men for civil office. 

3. That W. Dennett, B. Holland and L, A. Smith be appointed 
to correspond with other religious bodies, and secure, if possible, the 
co-operation of all Christians in securing this reform.

VII. On 3Iemoies. 



1. Rev. J. Q. Hammond was born June 9th, 1809, was converted 
and joined the M. E. Church in 1827, was recommended for admis- 
sion on trial in the Iowa Conference, by the Yellow Springs Quarter- 
ly Conference, August 14th, 1847, and received September 7th, 
1847 at the Conference which met in Mt. Pleasant, He was receiv- 
ed into full connexion (being a Deacon) at the Conference held at 
Ft. Madison on Tuesday, Aug. 9th, 1849. He was elected to the 
office of Elder, and ordained by Bishop Waugh at the Conference at 
Davenport, August Gth, 1851. 

During his labors among us he received and filled the following 
appointments, to-wit : 1847, Raccoon Forks Mission (now Des 
Moines City and vicinity ;) 1848, Ft. Des Moines ^Mission; 1849, 
Albia jMission; 185li-51, Eddyville Circuit; 1852, Ft. Madi.son ; 
1853, Salem; 1854, West Point; 1855-58, Albia District; 1859, 
University Charge; 1860-Gl, Mt. Pleasant Circuit; 18G2, super- 
annuated. 

His health for sometime was gradually failing, and although con- 
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vinced that he must retire from active labor, his great heart, that for 
so many years had been wedded to the itinerant work, still swelled 
with anxiety for further conquests in his Master’s cause. Shortly 
after the adjournment of the Conference of 1862, at which he took a 
superannuated relation, Thos. E. Corkhill, then Presiding Elder of 
the Mt. Pleasant District, received a commission as Chaplain in the 
army, and Bishop Baker, unwilling to make any change in the ap- 
pointments, requested Bro. Hammond to take charge of the Mt. 
Pleasant District until Bro. C. should return j supposing that he 
would be back before the year would close. During the first half of 
the year he labored upon the District with great and increasing ac- 
ceptability", endearing himself to his brethren wherever he went, in- 
fusing into his Quarterly Meetings a deep vein of religious feeling, 
and inspiring all with whom he associated with an intense desire to 
be more conformed to the will of God. 

On the 13th of March he was attacked with Typhoid Pneumonia, 
which increased in malignity from day to day until the 23d, when 
his enraptured spirit amid the broad blaze of immortal glory, rose to 
the enjoyment of eternal life and joy in heaven. 

In the death of Bro. Hammond we feel that we have lost an affec- 
tionate, zealous and successful fellow-laborer, but our loss is to him 
eternal gain, T. E. COBKHILL. 



2. Rev. William A. Byekit, was born in Marion Co., Indiana, 
near Indianapolis, November 4th. 1838. AYhen William was but one 
year old his fathei removed his family to Vermillion Co., Illinois, 
where the early part of the son’s childhood was spent. And in the 
fall of 18V4, the family removed to Iowa Territory, and settled at 
Fairfield, Jefferson County. 

'Hu the winter of 1855,” he writes in his Journal, “in either Jan- 
uary or February, during a protracted meeting held by Bro. John 
Harris, I gave myself to God, and became a member of the M. E. 
Church.” 

His services as a class- leader were dearly appreciated in Fairfield 
Station ; indeed, though young in years, he was a pattern of piety to 
the Church members. 

After his conversion, his thirst for knowledge led him to the Iowa 
Wesleyan University, where he obtained part of his respectably good 
education. 

He was licensed to preach, July 2d, 1860 ; and, at the same ses- 
sion of the Quarterly Conference, was recommended to the Annual 
Conference as a candidate for the traveling ministry. And in Sept., 
1860, at Oskaloosa, was admitted and appointed to Unionville Cir- 
cuit as preacher in charge. At the close of his first year’s itinerat-

ing, he was married to Miss Sarah E. Carpenter, of Fairfield, Iowa, 
who, thenceforward, shared with him in labors and sorrows till his 
life’s close. 

His second appointment was to Chillicothe; at the close of which 
year he was ordained Deacon, by Bishop Baker, at VV^ashington. 

In Sept., 1862, he received his third appointment. And on Drake- 
ville Circuit he labored successfully, alter recovering an attack of 
hemorrhage of the lungs, which temporarily interrupted his labors 
shortly after going to the work. After about two and a half months’ 
service, and upon the day of the beginning of his second Quarterly 
Meeting, his Presiding Elder found him bedfast, suffering from a very 
violent attack of hemorrhage that morning, January 24th, induced 
by hard labor in a protracted meeting. But his mind was clear, and 
his soul happily trusting in his lledeemer. He never recovered the 
effect of that attack. 

Not long after his Quarterly Meeting, he felt able to ride to his 
brother’s, at Bloomfield, where he remained till, feeling able to ride 
to Fairfield, he went to his father’s, and was nursed by his sorrowing 
wife and dear old mother till his death. 

In his latest illness, his confidence in Giod was increased j and as he 
approached death he welcomed it, and longed to pass the swelling 
flood. 

Rev. E. L. Briggs, who was privileged with being by his bed side 
often, writes, “When on one occasion he sank away, seemingly into 
the arms of death, he exclaimed on recovering, ‘O, why was I com- 
pelled to come back? I thought I had passed over !’ He lingered a 
little longer, and just after requesting us to sing, 

0, ’tis delight without alloy, 

Jesus, to hear thy name, etc. ^ 

his spirit took its flight. We laid him down to rest in the Cemetery 
adjoining this place, (Fairfield,) where his body waits the resurrec- 
tion.” 

Before his departure he said to his brother in the ministry, ^‘Tell 
Bro. Haynes to tell my brethren of the Iowa Conference, my sun is 
setting, mg dag'^s work is done.” 

He died, July 2d, 1863, just three years from the time he was 
licensed to preach, after a lingering illness of about six months. 

Bro. Byrkit was a young man of promise, and longed, during the 
former part of his illness, and even hoped, soon to be able to resume 
his wonted labor in his charge. His piety was ardent, his friendship 
affectionate, and he had his heart set upon the work of the ministry. 

His young and faithful wife is left to mourn her loss, and has the 
sympathy of all the members of the Iowa Annual Conference.

Art. V. Any member of this Conference may become a member 
of this Society, by taking the following obligation ; We, whose names 
are hereunto appended, do hereby agree and bind ourselves to pay to 
the Treasurer of this Society on the decease of any member, the sum 
of ten dollars each, for the benefit of the widow and children of the 
deceased, which sum shall be paid at the session of the Conference 
next succeeding the death of such member. 

Art. VI. Any member failing to pay the amount pledged, shall 
forfeit all claim for his family until all arrearages are paid. 

Art. VII. Should more than one member die in any one year, it 
shall be the privilege of memberS to give their notes for one-half the 
amount due, payable within one year, and the money paid in shall be 
divided equally between the claimants. 

Art. VUI. The regular meetings of this Society shall be on the 
first day of each session of the Annual Conference. 

Art. IX. This Constitution may be altered or amended at anj 
regular meeting by a two-thirds vote of all the members.

Yet we are of the 
Opinion that, by a proper zeal on the part of the Preachers, their 
circulation may be much increased. We feel especially grateful for 
the success of the “ Christian Advocate and Journal” notwithstand- 
ingthe opposition it has received from the organ, termed “ The Meth- 
odist” And that the ^’‘Central Christian Advocate” still so man- 
fully holds on its way. And we would urge that the patronizing 
Conferences of the Central put forth renewed efforts to extend its 
circulation.

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XIV. Ox THE State of the Couxtry. 



In contemplating the state of our Country we see great reason 
for thanksgiving to Almighty God. When this terrible Rebellion 
began, in the midst of apparent prosperity, we were really in 
great danger. Designing men had sought to sever politics — 
which should be the government of a nation according to morali- 
ty and justice — entirely from Religion ; and had succeeded in 
making it so foul that few Christian men were willing to engage 
in it. If a minister of the gospel, in his place, chanced to refer 
to the moral bearings of slavery, he was branded as a “political 
preacher.” Under these circumstances there was every year an 
increasing disrespect seen for the supremacy of law and a hatred 
of its restraints. Freedom of speech was taken to be licentious- 
ness of speech, slanders and the like. That excellent clause in 
our Discipline which forbids us speaking evil of Magistrates and 
Ministers was almost entirely ignored. 

A few men, ofter of no moral worth, almost always irreligious, 
assembled in primary meetings and nominated men frequently of 
depraved habits and worthless characters, as candidates for of- 
fice. For these good men supposed themselves forced to vote. 
Thus the very foundation of right government — adherapce to 
morality and justice, was gradually being undermined. 

Slavery too, instead of being restrained, was everyday enlarg- 
ingitsterritory and becoming more firmly intrenched. 

The Rebellion has brought us to see these errors, we trust, in 
time to correct them. We believe the time has fully come for 
Ministers and Laymen to put forth every effort to correct this 
state of things, and to so far engage in j^olitics as to bring it under 
Christian influence and restraints. 

Believing that the day of our national emancipation dawns, we 
recommend the following resolutions : 

Resolved, 1. That we never had greater confidence in the right- 
eousness of our cause and the certainty of final triumph than at 
the present time. 

2. That the Government in making provisions for calling out 
if necessary every able bodied man, regardless of complexion, 
has given a “great idea” to our armies, inspired them with senti- 
ments of justice, and placed us right before Christendom, and 
should be sustained in it by every true Christian. 

3. That while our hearty co-operation with the Administration 
is pledged, in all its efforts to put down the rebellion, we feel that 
in the removal of General Curtis from the Department of the 
West, an error was committed which has worked harm to the 
loyal cause. 
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5. That the attention of all our people is called particularly to ij 

the consideration of the twenty-third Article of Religion, and its 
accompanying note, together with the Chapter on Slavery. And ir' 

that the Preachers in charge be required to call the attention of f 

all persons ap])lying for membership to the above mentioned parts 
of the Discipline. C. ELLIOTT, Chairman. '
